A massive new develop¬ 
ment could be coming to Old 
Strathcona, after Canadian 
Pacific Railway announced 
it would be redeveloping its 
south Edmonton Yard. 

The yard, which runs 
between 82 Avenue and 
63 Avenue along Gateway 
Boulevard, is one of several 
properties across the countiy 
the company is looking to sell 
and redevelop with develop¬ 
ment firm Dream Unlimited. 

A spokesman for CP said 
the company doesn’t have a 
specific timeline or plans for 
the site, but it is starting a 
process. 

“We will undertake an as¬ 
sessment of the opportunity 
over the next six months and 


then move into the planning 
stage,” said spokesman Jer¬ 
emy Beriy. 

The company said the site 
is 92 acres and it is looking to 
redevelop into a mixed-use 
development. 

Murray Davidson, with the 
Old Strathcona Business Asso¬ 
ciation, said the development 
could be great for opening up 
the area. 

“We’re hoping it will in¬ 
clude a thoroughfare connec¬ 
tion or a connection at 76 
Avenue to get across,” he said. 

Generally, he said, the scale 
of the development could be 
enormous for the area. 

“Having all that kind of 
development is such a huge 
opportunity,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said he’s 
also excited about the chan¬ 
ges that are possible for the 
area, but he said there would 
be a lot of work to do in ap¬ 
provals and zoning. 

“It’s going to be a long haul 
to get there, but I am really 
excited for the city to be able 
to work with CP,” he said.

As they attempted to ap¬ 
prehend Rehn, Wynn was 
shot in the head while Bond 
was shot in the torso and

St. Albert residents are find¬ 
ing ways to cope with and 
grieve the shootings of two 
RCMP members on the week¬ 
end. 

About 150 citizens and lo¬ 
cal faith leaders gathered at a 
candlelight service at the Next 
Christian Community Church 
Tuesday evening to pray for 
the wounded police officers 
and their families, as well as 


for the larger community. 

“People need to ventilate 
— it’s raw and painful to talk 
about for residents here, but 
think of what the members 
that were on the same watch 
that night are going through,” 
said Cyril Gowler, chaplain 
with the St. Albert RCMP 
Detachment. “People grieve 
internally, but they mourn ex¬ 
ternally, as a community.” 

On Monday, St. Albert 
residents and friends Debbie 
Raymond and Tara McCor¬ 
mick started the United in 
Light Ribbon Campaign as a 
way to cope with feelings of 
helplessness, according to Mc¬ 
Cormick. 

“We just wanted to come 
together to do something 
positive. There are so many 
touching messages on our 


Faceboolc page. People are of¬ 
fering to help tie ribbons or 
asking where to make a dona¬ 
tion, so we’ll keep going and 
spread the light,” she said. 

St. Albert Mayor Nolan 
Crouse said while the out¬ 
pouring of support for the 
RCMP through flowers, rib¬ 
bons and Faceboolc postings 
is evidence of how much 
citizens are touched by the 
shooting, he is encouraging 
residents to find their own 
way to show they care for the 
Wynn and Bond families. 

“I think there are things 
we can do,” said resident 
Henry Vogelaar, who came to 
the prayer service. 

“It’s not a normal thing to 
happen here, and sometimes 
you need to be with others — 
to talk about it.”

The city has tentatively ap¬ 
proved a proposal to set up 
a one-day 300-metre slip- 
and-slide down a single 
street — about the length of 
three football fields. 

And for those at risk of 
bruising, buckets, flotation 
devices and water guns will 
also be welcome at the July 
18 event. 

The aquatic bash is the 
brainchild of T.R. Gourley, 
who launched the first Slide 
the City event with a group 
of friends in Salt Lake City, 
Utah, in July 2013. He’s 
since slid through multiple 


American cities and is turn¬ 
ing his focus this summer to 
Canadians longing for some 
Vitamin D. 

“Canadians must love 
slip-and-slides because 
they’re going crazy up there 
for it. So many people are 
loving it that they’re shut¬

Smell a rat? 

Just call 310-RATS 

Officials have long claimed 
that Alberta is “rat free,” 
but have bolstered a 
hotline to report vermin 
sightings. 

Alberta Agriculture and 
Rural Development has 


listed the new number, 310- 
RATS (7287), in response 
to time delays on past 
reported sightings. 

Every year, approximate¬ 
ly 100 to 150 rat sightings 
are reported in Alberta, 
with 30 to 40 coming from 
Calgary alone. 

Phil Merrill, a provin¬ 
cial rat and pest specialist 
who’s worked in the field 


43 years, said 99 per cent 
of those reports are false 
alarms. 

Many are misidentified 
pocket gophers, which stay 
underground most of the 
year, he said. Most often, 
however, they’re juvenile 
muskrats, which Merrill 
describes as “very similar 
to a rat.”

Edmonton city councillors got 
a range of directions Tuesday 
night for how to fix the city’s 
taxi system to deal with the 
sharp turn Uber has thrown at 
the industiy. 

As of press time, council 
was considering a motion 
that would consider a tem¬ 
porary injunction against the 
company, while the city con¬ 
sidered possible bylaw chan¬ 
ges to allow them to work and 
other improvements to the 
taxi system. 


Mayor Don Iveson said 
there are a lot of moving parts 
in the system and he didn’t ex¬ 
pect to solve it Tuesday. 

“Clearly something needs 
to change in our regulatoiy 
framework and I think most 
people agree there needs to be 
more supply,” he said. 

Uber’s public policy man¬ 
ager for Canada, Chris Sch¬ 


aeffer encouraged the city to 
be bold and consider shaking 
up the regulations to allow 
Uber to operate. 

“Edmonton isn’t a cautious 
kind of city that is afraid to 
take chances,” he said. “Ed¬ 
monton is a city willing to em¬ 
brace its future and tiy new 
ways of doing things.” 

Several cab drivers said 


Uber was hurting their live¬ 
lihood, but were split on 
whether more plates was the 
solution. 

Edmonton Taxi Service 
group president Phil Strong 
told council to clamp down 
on the company because, he 
said, it refuses to play by the 
rules. 

“Uber does what they want, 
when they want, for whatever 
they want,” he said. 

Balraj Manhas, president 
of the United Cabbies Associa¬ 
tion, urged councillors to issue 
an injunction against Uber 
and not consider any way to 
accommodate the company. 

“We must stop this Uber 
thing. Please don’t waste time 
on this company.”

Teachers and principals polled 
by Edmonton’s public school 
district found a series of issues 
with the province’s new test¬ 
ing model, but agreed the 
tests had valuable informa¬ 
tion about students. 

A report submitted to 
the Edmonton Public School 
Board Tuesday, included feed¬ 
back from principals and 
teachers that participated in 
the Student Learning Assess¬ 
ments (SLAs) pilot project last 
September and October. 

The SLAs are intended to 
replace the end-of-year Provin¬ 
cial Achievement Tests (PATs). 

While teachers reported 
the test provided important 
insight into student strengths 
and thinking patterns, certain 
issues were identified on tech¬ 
nical glitches and how long it 
took to get the results. 

EPSB Superintendent Dar¬ 
rel Robertson said teachers 
were hopeful SLAs would 
give them insight into their 
students’ level of education 
at the beginning of the year, 
but they didn’t get the results 
until December. 

“One of the limitations in

terms of the timing of the re¬ 
lease of the results from the 
province for the Grade 3 SLAs 
in this pilot, was that a good 
chunk of the year had gone 
by already and the teachers 
didn’t have the information to 
be able to structure their sup¬ 
ports for the... classroom,” he 
said. 

Moving forward, Robert¬ 
son said, the district will have 
a few schools participating in 
the Grade 6 and Grade 9 SLAs, 
yet he questioned if the tests 
would run next year based on 
concerns identified with the 
Grade 3 pilot project.

The city is putting out a call 
for information to companies 
that provide the warmer shel¬ 
ters to see what technology 
could be available, but empha¬ 
sized this would just be a first 
look at the idea. 

“All we are doing is finding 
out from the industiy what is 
available, in the way of tech¬ 
nology and equipment that 
they have,” said Jim Stein, the 
general supervisor of transit fa¬ 
cilities. “Once we have an idea 
as to how much interest is out 


there, we may ask them if there 
is a prototype to test,” he said. 

Stein said the city wants to 
encourage as much transit use 
as possible and this can help. 

“This is one of the things we 
are thinking may make our cus¬ 
tomers’ experience more pleas¬ 
ant,” he said. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
the city couldn’t afford to make 
all shelters heated, but it should 
be open to some change. 

“That’s unaffordable and 
we can’t sustain that, but at 
high-use bus shelters we should 
be looking at that,” he said. “I 
think at high-frequency bus 
stops we need to look at heated

Health. Group proposes 
levy on sugary drinks 


The future of sugaiy drinks 
in Alberta isn’t looking too 
sweet. 

In light of falling provincial 
revenue, the Alberta Policy 
Coalition for Chronic Disease 
Prevention (APCCP) is calling 
for a levy on soft drinks. 

“As Albertans, all we have 
to do is read the paper eveiy 
day and we can see that (the 
government) is looking for 
sources of revenue,” said Kate 
Chidester, vice-president of 
health and research at the 
Heart and Stroke Foundation 
in Alberta. 

“This is an opportunity to 
help, both from a revenue- 
generation side for the govern¬ 
ment, and from a health per¬ 
spective.” 

The coalition is calling for a 
tax of 50 cents per litre of con¬ 
sumption. They estimate the 
levy will generate $158 million 
annually, and that’s assuming 
sales drop by 20 per cent after 
the price hike. 

Rachel Prowse, a registered

Kate Chidester, vice-president of health 
and research at the Heart and Stroke 
Foundation in Alberta 

dietitian and PhD student at 
the University of Alberta, said 
focusing on disease preven¬ 
tion is an investment that will 
lower the cost of health care. 

“We are paying billions of 
dollars in health-care costs,” 
she said. “So any kind of inter¬ 
vention to alleviate this would 
benefit us all.” 

The APCCP recommends 
that a fraction of the money 
generated be used to “re¬ 
invest” in a wellness founda¬ 
tion to offer sustainable health 
promotion programs in Al¬ 
berta.

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Justice review. Mackay 
cool to top Mountie’s idea 


Justice Minister Peter MacKay 
said he doesn’t see the need 
for an in-depth examination of 
justice system protocols as sug¬ 
gested by the head of the RCMP 
after the recent shootings of 
two Mounties in Alberta. 

RCMP Commissioner Bob 
Paulson said last weekend the 
fact the suspected shooter was 
let free despite having a violent 
criminal history including a ser¬ 
ies of overlapping firearm bans 
may spark a review. 

“I don’t think, in my view, 
in my experience, having some 
sort of a pause where we have 
a full-blown examination or 
royal commission or some sort 
of a study is really going to pro¬ 
vide us the answers that we 
need,” MacKay said Tuesday in 
Montreal. 

“The answers that we need 
are the ongoing efforts to pre¬ 
vent crime, to deal specifically 


with individuals who are drift¬ 
ing, who are feeling discon¬ 
nected and marginalized and 
to provide the police with the 
necessaiy support, tools and 
laws that they need to protect 
Canadians.” 

Const. David Wynn has been 
in hospital since he was gunned 
down Saturday morning and is 
not expected to survive. Aux¬ 
iliary Const. Derek Bond was 
shot in the arm and torso and 
faces a long recoveiy. 

“My thoughts are first and 
foremost with the two officers 
that were injured. One of them 
is from a community not far 
from where I grew up in Nova 
Scotia,” MacKay said. 

MacKay made his comments 
in Montreal after announcing 
$220,000 in federal funding for 
a local centre providing pro¬ 
grams for young offenders.

Iraq. Canada ahead of 
U.S. in guiding airstrikes 


In helping Kurdish fighters dir¬ 
ect airstrikes against Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL) forces in Iraq, the Can¬ 
adian military may have put 
itself out front of even its clos¬ 
est ally. 

The U.S. militaiy is not using 
its special forces operators in 
front-line positions, an Amer¬ 
ican spokesman confirmed 
Tuesday President Barack 
Obama has been under pres¬ 
sure from Republicans, defence 
experts and high-profile advis¬ 
ers to loosen restrictions on the 
roughly 3,100 U.S. troops who 
are conducting an advise-and- 
assist mission in Iraq. 

Maj. Curtis Kellogg, a 
spokesman for the U.S. Central 
Command, which oversees the 
allied coalition, said there has 
been no change in American 
policy, which has its soldiers 


running training missions on 
bases. Defence experts argue 
that the operation needs for¬ 
ward air controllers to pinpoint 
targets for air attacks. 

U.S. commanders have de¬ 
fended the policy of allowing 
Iraqi and Kurdish fighters to 
suggest targets, which are then 
checked out by coalition sur¬ 
veillance drones or aircraft. 

Canada’s commander of 
special forces says their work 
gives the coalition confidence 
that the targets are legitimate. 

When asked on Monday 
when the Iraqis will be able 
to direct air attacks on their 
own, Canada’s top operations 
commander Lt.-Gen. Jonathan 
Vance said he expects that 
“down the road, the Iraqi air 
force and army will be able 
to bring in, and guide on” air¬ 
strikes. THE CANADIAN PRESS

Sexism, alleged drug

Committee hears 
long list of allegations 
against councillors for 
inappropriate behaviour

Calgaiy’s mayor says he has 
received several complaints 
about members of council 
getting exceedingly drunk at 
community events, drinking 
during council meeting breaks, 
and even bringing illegal nar¬ 
cotics to city hall, but there’s 
nothing that existing ethics 
rules can do to stop it. 

A veteran female city coun¬ 
cillor, meanwhile, says she has 
witnessed multiple instances 
of male councillors behaving 
toward women at city hall in 
ways that “would be firing of¬ 
fences” in other workplaces. 

Their comments came dur¬ 
ing a wild committee meeting 
Tuesday surrounding alcohol 
consumption and expensing 
policies that turned into a 
forum for levelling accusations 
and airing grievances. 

Without naming names, 
committee members took 
turns outlining concerning 
behaviour of their colleagues, 
past and present, while speak¬ 
ing increasingly specifically 
about events that have not 
been fully made public. 

“To be frank with you, I have 
received multiple complaints 
about members of council 
who have gotten blotto at com¬ 
munity events,” Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi said at one point. 



“I’ve even received reports 
of illicit substances in the 
workplace and at this point 
there’s no way to investigate 
them,” the mayor later added. 
“There’s nothing to do about 
them.” 

Coun. Druh Farrell, mean¬ 
while, tied the discussion back 
to allegations revealed late last 
year surrounding a “systemic 
issue” of misconduct within 
the office of the city council¬ 
lors that led council to agree to 
“respectful workplace” train¬ 
ing following a closed-door 
meeting. 

“It speaks to a tone and that 
really concerns me,” Farrell 
said Tuesday. “You have mostly 
men in a position of power and 
you have women in supporting 
roles and you add alcohol into 
that mix.” 

Farrell, one of two female 
members on Calgaiy’s 15-per- 


son city council, was first elect¬ 
ed in 2001 and said she has 
seen some “wild parties during 
working hours” in her time at 
city hall. 

“When I’ve complained in 
the past, I’ve been punished 
— my wrist has been slapped,” 
she said. “We need to join the 
21st centuiy.” 

Coun. Andre Chabot, a 10- 
year council veteran, said coun¬ 
cil has become “way more con¬ 
servative” in the past decade 
over these types of issues. 

“Previous councils were a 
lot more lax,” Chabot said, ad¬ 
mitting he last had a drink in 
his office in December. “You 
want to look back at the Ralph 
Klein days? In the Ralph Klein 
days they used to have wine for 
supper. In council.” 

Chabot also said the allega¬ 
tions raised Tuesday are “un¬ 
true” and described some of 


his colleagues’ comments as 
“irresponsible.” 

“When council paints itself 
in a bad light, then the opinion 
of the general public becomes 
that council is running amok,” 
Chabot said. 

He and Coun. Ward Suth¬ 
erland voted against recom¬ 
mended new policies that 
could forbid alcohol consump¬ 
tion in councillors’ offices or 
during work hours. 

Chabot said sometimes 
city hall guests want to have a 
drink with a councillor, an oc¬ 
currence he says has only come 
up three times in his 10 years 
in council. He says city policy 
shouldn’t “sterilize our offices 
of that opportunity.” 

“I think some people would 
look at it as disrespectful if 
they’re having a drink and 
you’re not willing to have one 
with them,” Chabot said. 


Girl who stopped chemotherapy has stroke, dies 


An 11-year-old aboriginal girl 
who made headlines with her 
choice to abandon chemother¬ 
apy in favour of alternative 
healing methods to treat her 
cancer has died. 

Malcayla Sault, a member 
of the Mississaugas of the New 
Credit First Nation, located 
near Brantford, Ont., suffered 
a stroke on Sunday and died 
early Monday, her family said. 

In a statement issued in the 
Two Row Times, a weekly news¬ 
paper covering indigenous 
issues, Sault’s parents called 
their daughter’s death “a tragic 
loss.” 

“Malcayla was on her way 
to wellness, bravely fighting 
toward holistic well-being after 


the harsh side effects that 12 
weeks of chemotherapy in¬ 
flicted on her body,” her family 
said. 

“Chemotherapy did ir¬ 
reversible damage to her heart 
and major organs. This was the 
cause of the stroke.” 

An oncologist countered, 
however, saying a leukemia cell 
could go into the bone marrow 
and crowd out normal cells. 
This could result in a veiy low 
platelet count which could re¬ 
sult in a bleeding stroke in the 
head, explained Dr. Jacqueline 
Halton, a pediatric hematolo¬ 
gist-oncologist at the Children’s 
Hospital of Eastern Ontario. 

“If your white cell count is 
so high, it can make the blood 


veiy sludgy,” she said. “You can 
have a stroke from the block¬ 
age of the arteries in the brain.” 

Halton added that while 
certain forms of chemotherapy 
can possibly lead to a stroke, 
that would happen within days 
or weeks of receiving chemo¬ 
therapy, not months after it 
was stopped. 

Sault wrote a letter last year 
asking to be taken off chemo¬ 
therapy, saying that the treat¬ 
ment was ‘Tailing” her body. 

“I have asked my mom and 
dad to take me off the treat¬ 
ment,” she wrote. 

“I know that what I have 
can kill me but I don’t want 
to die in a hospital on chemo, 
weak and sick.” 



The McMaster Children’s 
Hospital in Hamilton, which 
had administered chemother¬ 
apy to Sault, offered its condol¬ 
ences to her family.

Terror. New measures 
to prevent future attacks 
include increased 
intelligence gathering 
on extremists 


French anti-terror prosecu¬ 
tors were seeking to charge 
four men Tuesday in connec¬ 
tion with the attacks in Paris 
that left 20 people dead. The 
men would be the first sus¬ 
pects charged in the country’s 
bloodiest terrorist attacks in 
decades. 

The four men remained in 
court late Tuesday awaiting an 
anti-terror judge’s decision on 
whether to open preliminary 
investigations against them. 

The possible charges were 
expected just hours before the 
French government was to un¬ 
veil new measures aimed at 
helping head off future attacks, 
giving police more power to 
tap phones, monitor websites 
and force Internet companies

to block online hate messages. 

Prime Minister Manuel 
Vails will present new security 
measures Wednesday that will 
include efforts to increase in¬ 
telligence gathering against ji- 
hadis and other radicals, block 
their activities on the Internet 
and prevent them from collab¬ 
orating inside prisons or travel¬ 
ling abroad to fight, President 
Francois Hollande said. 


The court case and the ar¬ 
rests came as Vails urged his na¬ 
tion to do some soul searching 
about the country’s deep eth¬ 
nic divisions and declared that 
fighting hatred, anti-Semitism 
and racism was a top priority. 

The Paris prosecutor’s office 
said the four men in court Tues¬ 
day were suspected of provid¬ 
ing logistical support to Amedy 
Coulibaly, one of the terrorists 
killed by police, and requested 
they be detained longer. 

Coulibaly shot a police¬ 
woman to death on the out¬ 
skirts of Paris and then killed 
four hostages inside a kosher 
supermarket before being shot 
dead by police. It is not clear 
whether the four suspects, all 
in their 20s, were involved in 
plotting the attacks or even 
aware of Coulibaly’s plans. 

Five others arrested in the 
investigation were released 
without charge, prosecutors 
said. No one has been charged 
with direct involvement in the 
Paris terror attacks.

Ancient scroll starts 
torevealsecrets 

Scientists have succeeded in 
reading parts of an ancient 
scroll that was buried in a 
volcanic eruption almost 
2,000 years ago, holding 
out the promise that the 
world’s oldest surviving li¬ 
brary may one day reveal its 
secrets. Previous attempts 
to peer inside the scrolls 
failed to yield any readable 
texts because the ink used 
in ancient times makes it 
indistinguishable from the 
burned papyrus.

U.S. President Barack Obama 
said Tuesday it was time 
for Americans to “turn the 
page” on years of econom¬ 
ic troubles, terrorism and 
lengthy wars, using his sixth 
State of the Union speech 
to outline new tax policies 
that would hit the wealthiest 
Americans and give breaks to 
the middle class. 

Obama spoke to a Con¬ 
gress controlled by oppos¬ 
ition Republicans, but the 
policies the president called 
for suggest that he had no 
plans to curtail his own agen¬ 
da in favour of Republican 
priorities. 

Obama’s speech proposed 
increased tax rates for wealthy 
Americans with much of the 
new revenue earmarked for 
measures to benefit low- and 
middle-income earners who 
have seen wages stagnate for 
years. While he made a bold 
proposal, tax-averse Republic¬ 
ans are unlikely to act on the 
president’s plan. 

But Obama used one of his 
biggest platforms, a speech 
that was nationally televised 
to tens of millions of Amer¬ 
icans on Tuesday evening, to 



highlight the issue of grow¬ 
ing economic inequality. 

“The verdict is clear,” 
Obama said. “Middle-class 
economics works. Expanding 
opportunity works. And these 
policies will continue to 
work, as long as politics don’t 
get in the way.” 

Obama also promoted 
his recent decision to nor¬ 
malize diplomatic relations 
with Cuba and asked for a 
new congressional approval 
and funding for the military 
campaign against the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant.

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Teen builds Braille 
printer with Lego kit 


California, Eighth- 
grader’s dream of 
producing a low-cost 
machine for the blind 
gets backing from Intel 


A 13-year-old boy, Shubham 
Banerjee, has launched a 
company to develop low-cost 
machines to print Braille, the 
tactile writing system for the 
visually impaired. 

The California eighth-grad¬ 
er built a Braille printer with 
a Lego robotics kit as a school 
science fair project last year. 
Shocked to learn Braille print¬ 
ers cost at least $2,000 US — 
too expensive for most blind 
readers — Banerjee started 
Braigo Labs last summer with 
an initial $35,000 US invest¬ 
ment from his dad, an engin¬ 
eer at Intel Corp. 

Shubham used the money 


to build a more sophisticated 
version of his Lego-based 
printer using an off-the-shelf 
desktop printer and a newly 
released Intel computer chip. 

Intel executives were so im¬ 
pressed with the printer that 
in November they invested an 
undisclosed sum in his star¬ 
tup. Intel officials believe he’s 
the youngest entrepreneur to 
receive venture capital money. 

Braigo Labs is using the 
money to hire professional en¬ 
gineers and advisers to help de¬ 
sign and build Braille printers 
based on Shubham’s ideas. The 
company aims to have a proto¬ 
type ready for blind organiza¬ 
tions to test this summer and 
have a Braigo printer on the 
market later this year. 

Shubham is too young to be 
CEO of his own company, so 
his mother, Malini, has taken 
the job, though she admits she 
wasn’t too supportive when he 
started the project.

time we were a much smaller 
company and solely based in 
Ontario, so we are definitely 
poised for this type of growth. 

Patchell-Evans told Metro 
that GoodLife is looking at a 
number of options but would 
not go into specifics. “To 
date, we have had high-level 
discussions with a number of 
landlords,” he said. 

He said former Target em¬ 
ployees are encouraged to 
apply for jobs with GoodLife, 
noting whenever possible, 
Target employees would get 
first crack at interviews.

U.S. retailers lose 
court battle over 
debit card fees 

The U.S. Supreme Court 
on Tuesday rejected a 
challenge from retailers 
who claim the U.S. Fed¬ 
eral Reserve allows banks 
to charge businesses too 
much for handling debit 
card transactions. 

The justices let stand 
a federal appeals court 
ruling that upheld the 
Fed’s cap of about 24 
cents per transaction on 
so-called “swipe fees” that 
merchants pay to banks 
eveiy time a customer 
uses a debit card to make 
a payment. 

Before the cap was 
imposed, fees averaged 44 
cents per swipe.

is launching a service 
allowing customers in 
the U.S. to pick up their 
tax refunds in cash at its 
Walmart stores.

Taraji P. Henson is driving 
down an L.A. street, chatting 
on her cellphone, when a bill¬ 
board catches her eye. 

“Hi, me! Hiiii!” she says, 
smiling at her latest on-screen 
incarnation: glamorous ex- 
con Cookie in Empire (which 
airs Wednesdays on OMNI 2, 
OMNI AB, OMNI BC and on 
Fox). 

Draped in fabulous furs 
and drenched in attitude, 
Henson’s Cookie is the heart 
of the Fox drama, a fiercely de¬ 
voted mother and astute busi¬ 
nesswoman who’s fearless 
when it comes to getting what 
she wants. Her sometimes- 
reluctant partner is Lucious 
Lyon (Terrence Howard), a 
music mogul deciding which 
of their three sons should run 
the family’s entertainment 
empire. 

Henson has seen her face 


on billboards before, with 
dozens of film credits (includ¬ 
ing 2008’s The Curious Case of 
Benjamin Button, for which 
she earned a supporting ac¬ 
tress Oscar nod) and popular 


TV series such as Person of 
Interest to her name. “Some¬ 
times I forget, you know what 
I mean?” she says. “I just go 
on about my day, and look up 
and go, ‘That’s right, I do have 


a TV show coming out!”’ 

The 44-year-old actress 
pulled over to talk with The 
Associated Press about the 
new show and the empire that 
is Taraji P. Henson. 


Who is Cookie? 

She is a hero. I mean, she 
is the truth. She is strong. 
She’s family first. She’s a 
lot of things. She doesn’t 
compromise at all — never 
herself, and never her truth. 
That’s what I love about 
her ... She says things that 
I might not have the guts 
to say. I love the way she 
dresses. I love how much she 
cares about her sons. 

How is it working with Ter¬ 
rence Howard again, your old 
pal from Hustle & Flow? 

I just know that I really like 
working with Terrence. I trust 
him. And for me as an artist — 
acting, you really have to be 
uninhibited. You cannot have 
any hang-ups. 

Or if you do, they can’t 
breathe and live through these 
characters, because their hang¬ 
ups aren’t your hang-ups. So 
for me in order to fully explore 
characters without throwing 
Taraji in the mix, I have to feel 
safe ... And with Terrence, I’m 
so safe with him, I can try any¬ 
thing... We’re friends. We’ve 
known each other, so it really 
works for Cookie and Lucious. 


When they came to me with 
the project, I said it has to be 
Terrence. When I cracked open 
the script, I saw no one but 
Terrence. 

What’s most challenging to 
you as an actress right now? 

Challenging is getting what I 
think I deserve to be paid. (It’s) 
challenging to get the projects 
I want done or greenlit. I’m 
still having to prove I’m bank¬ 
able. But I think it’s getting 
better! 

I’m not one to wallow in 
the muck and say how bad. I 
don’t harp on how bad things 
are... My thing is to prove 
each and eveiy time I’m on 
the screen — whether it’s TV, 
whether it’s film, whether it’s 
the stage — Taraji is going to 
deliver. So when I do get that 
moment — ’cause it’s coming, 

I work too hard — when I do 
get that moment, that perfect 
movie comes along and some 
studio is going to say, ‘I believe 
in her.’ Not me and a man. Not 
me and another guy, no. Taraji 
P. Henson is going to open this 
film. Then I know that I’m do- 
ing my job.

Not many college students 
can say that they were paid 
to talk about beer through¬ 
out post-secondary school, 
but that’s exactly what Liz 
Wessel did while she at¬ 
tended the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

“I was the Anheuser- 
Busch rep on campus,’ Wes¬ 
sel explains. “I considered 
my job a supplement to my 
education.” 

It was during her time at 
Penn that Wessel and class¬ 
mate J.J. Fliegelman decided 
to create a site exclusively 
geared toward students 
looking for jobs as campus 
reps. After graduation, the 
pair decided to create a firm 
that would connect stu¬ 
dents with such companies. 

Wessel was working in 


India for Google when she 
and Fliegelman decided to 
launch their new company 
Campus Job — which con¬ 
nects companies with in¬ 
terested student workers. 
In addition to listings for 
more conventional college 
students positions at coffee 
shops, it also recruits for 
larger companies as well. 
Her work experience as a 
campus rep provided much 
of the inspiration behind 
the website, she says. 

“I still had no idea what 
I wanted to do [while I was 
in college],” recalls Wessel, 
a political science major. 

“It was actually my part- 
time job that led me to 
realize ‘Wow, I like market¬ 
ing.’” 

We talked to Wessel 
about how students can 
build their skills off-cam¬ 
pus. 

Become a better public 
speaker 

“For my job I had to visit 
fraternities and sororities 
to talk about products and 
also promote the engineer¬ 
ing jobs at Anheuser-Busch. 
I had never gone in front 


of hundreds of peers to do 
something like that,” says 
Wessel. 

Many of the jobs listed 
on the site require employ¬ 
ees to be comfortable speak¬ 
ing in front of large groups, 
she notes. 

Explore new fields 

Wessel advises students use 
their part-time positions 
to gain skills outside their 
courses of study. 

“We did an analysis of re¬ 
cent grads and the majority 
of students said their ma¬ 
jors had nothing to do with 
their jobs,” she notes. “We 
talked to a pre-med student 
who wanted to look for a 
job in marketing because 
they thought, ‘Let me try 
out a new field. Let me gain 
new skills.’” 

Develop connections 

“A lot of students also don’t 
know that companies like 
Microsoft have campus 
reps...,” says Wessel. “Also, 
typically if an employer 
wants to hire a student, they 
want to give them feedback, 
so it’s a chance to grow and 
build relationships.”

Volkswagen’s GTI might not 
have been the first hot hatch 
when it debuted way back in 
late 1970s. But it was the first 
to sell in big numbers, which 
helped popularize the con¬ 
cept of a fun, performance 
vehicle that was also practical 
and economical. 

The 2015 GTI is the sev¬ 
enth generation of this hot 
hatch from Germany. It is 
still wearing plaid or tartan 
seat material, just like the 
original, and is still a won¬ 
derful idea — but now even 


more wonderfully executed. 

For one thing, I think it’s 
the best-looking GTI yet, with 
clean bodylines, and LED-in- 
fused headlamp cluster, and 
18-inch alloy wheels, which 
look massive on such a com¬ 
pact vehicle. 

As scripted by those big 
wheels and the aggressive, 
low-profile tires, the GTI 
bites into corners and accel¬ 
erates out of them with pre¬ 
cision and competence. And 
the new variable, electric 
steering system delivers just 
the right feel and quickness 
through a chunky steering 
wheel, which now features a 
flat bottom like a race car. 

I feared those low-profile 
tires were going to deliver a 
punishing ride, but the car 
is comfortable around town 
and nice and stable, not 
twitchy, on the highway. 

Although I haven’t driven 
this new GTI on a track, those 
who have suggest it might be 


a bit soft for at-the-limit driv¬ 
ing. But who cares, when it 
is so perfectly optimized for 
spirited street driving? 

The car also finally gets 
a selectable sport mode for 
its stability control system, 
so you can have fun farther 
down the traction scale be¬ 
fore the safety systems kick 


in to save your hide. 

The new 2.0-litre turbo 
engine is also a high point, 
delivering 210 horses and 
248 lb.-ft. of torque in a really 
linear — and fun — manner. 
There is no turbo lag to speak 
of, and it revs easily and in a 
refined manner right to the 
top. Sounds good, too.

My tester had the six- 
speed manual transmission, 
and it shifted as smoothly 
as any I’ve tried in a while.

The 
eight-way power sport seats 
are massive and supportive. 

So what’s not to like? 

Well, prices are climb¬ 
ing on this sports car for the 
masses. The new GTI starts 
at $27,995, and our top-shelf 
Autobahn trim, with the op¬ 
tional Technology Package, 
was sitting pretty at $33,590. 

But if you’re a fan of hot 
hatches, you will undoubt¬ 
edly be drawn to the heat of 
the new GTI.

What’s going to be the fu¬ 
ture of mobility? Most people 
talk about self-driving cars 
and more public transit, but 
many experts believe in¬ 
creased connectivity between 
personal cars will be the driv¬ 
ing force behind improving 
traffic flow. 

“The amount of global 
infrastructure spent on trans¬ 
port, especially public tran¬ 
sit, is veiy high,” says Sar- 
want Singh, a senior partner 
with consulting and analyst 
firm Frost & Sullivan. 

“The car will become 
more and more important as 
part of an integrated mobility 
solution.” 

Many cars are already con¬ 
nected, offering smartphone 


integration or even WiFi 
hotspots, but Singh believes 
they will eventually operate 
through cloud computing to 
harness the power of Big Data 
— an interconnected web of 
information from numerous 
sources. 

In future, for example, 


you might be able to plan 
your entire trip through your 
smartphone, with all of the 
connections (including trains 
or airplanes) mapped out to 
the minute and on one ticket. 

Your car’s parking spot 
would even be reserved and 
paid. Wireless sensors in the 


parking garage would locate 
an empty spot and send the 
information to your car’s 
navigation system, which 
would guide you directly to it 
once you arrive. 

This connectivity will also 
link with car-sharing servi¬ 
ces, integrating them as part 


of public transit. 

“The initial car-sharing 
model was A to B,” Singh says. 
“Now we’re seeing floating 
ones, where you can take or 
drop them anywhere. One of 
the expenses is parking and 
maintenance, so rather than 
put them in a specific place, 
we will see host parking, 
where they will be in people’s 
driveways. 

“There are also new car¬ 
sharing models, such as one 
in the U.S. where you take 
your own car to the airport, 
and someone else drives it 
while you’re away.” 

By communicating with 
connected infrastructure, 
cars could gain access to 
low-emission zones or high- 
occupancy lanes put in place 
to optimize traffic flow, or 
even talk to other vehicles 
to know where they are and 
avoid crashes. 

Although self-driving 
cars are under development, 
they’re not expected for at 
least a decade or more, as 
they are dependent on traffic 
infrastructure and will need 
new legislation to allow their 
use. 


Connecting the dots

Singh also speculates that 
drivers could use Internet ag¬ 
gregators to help them shop 
for cars, including the pro¬ 
jected costs of fuel, mainten¬ 
ance and insurance. 

The app could even direct 
the buyer to a dealer who has 
a specific used car that would 
be a better choice than a new 
one.

At this month’s auto 
show in Detroit, Buiclc, 
Alfa Romeo and BMW all 
revealed glitzy open-air 
models to capitalize on that 
newfound confidence, and 
industry analysts expect 
more to come. 

IHS Automotive, an in¬ 
dustry consulting firm, pre¬ 
dicts there will be 60 con¬ 
vertible models in the U.S. 
by 2020, 15 more than last 
year and the most since at 
least 2000. 

“New models drive sales 
up,” said senior analyst 
Stephanie Brinley, whose 
firm expects convertible 
sales to rise 63 per cent over 
the next five years, from 
152,400 last year to 248,000 
in 2020. 

Following the recession, 
sales of convertibles tailed 
off and few new models 
were added. As vehicle de¬ 
velopment budgets were cut 
during the recession, con¬ 
vertibles were early casual¬ 
ties, says Brinley. 

But now, with unemploy¬ 
ment down and the stock 
market and luxury car sales 
up, automakers are looking 
for niches such as convert¬ 
ibles to increase sales in a 
competitive market. IHS 
estimates convertible sales 
grew nearly 9 per cent last 
year. 

“The fear of conspicuous 
consumption is dead,” says 
Michelle Krebs, senior ana¬ 
lyst with autotrader.com. 
“Everybody’s getting back 
into performance and the 
sexy, flashy mode. Convert¬ 
ibles play into that.” 

At the Detroit show, Gen¬ 
eral Motors unveiled the 
Cascada, a Buiclc version of 
a stylish Opel convertible 
from Europe.

verted to open air. 

BMW has a refreshed M6 
high-performance convert¬ 
ible. 

The four-seat Buiclc is the 
brand’s first convertible in 
25 years. It has an insulated 
soft top that can be opened 
in 17 seconds with the car 
travelling at up to 50 km/h. 

It also has a turbocharged 
200-horsepower engine and 
a safety system that deploys 
rollover protection bars be¬ 
hind the rear seats if the car 
detects a crash is possible. 

The Cascada is just what 
Buiclc needs to keep its sales 
momentum going, espe¬ 
cially in the prime convert¬ 
ible market of Florida, says 
Ed Williamson, who runs a 
Buiclc-GMC-Cadillac dealer¬ 
ship in Miami. 

Currently, Williamson 
says he has no convert¬ 
ible cars to sell against the 
ubiquitous German and 
Japanese models. “We see 
an awful lot of Lexus con¬ 
vertibles in this market,” he 
says. 

The convertible also 
helps Buiclc continue to 
change its once-stodgy im¬ 
age with a sportier, younger 
vehicle, said spokesman 
Nick Richards. The average 
age of a Buiclc buyer has fall¬ 
en from 62 to 59 in the past 
six years.
